Academic Policy Changes for the 1998-1999 Academic Year: 

The following changes in College policy were made during the 1998-1999 academic year: 

■ The grade designation of "ng" (no grade) was implemented for the use of the 
Registrar's Office. This will allow the Registrar to send out grade reports when a grade 
is not provided by an instructor. 

■ A change in the definition of 'IT (Unauthorized Withdrawal) grade designation was 
approved by Faculty Assembly at the April 9 th , 1999 meeting. The definition is as 
follows: 

"Unauthorized Withdrawal" 

"The designation of Unauthorized Withdrawal, "U", may, at the discretion of the 
instructor, be assigned in lieu of a grade of "F" when a student: 

a. does not attend a course but fails to withdraw officially 
OR 

b. does not attend a sufficient number of class meetings." 

■ .The following changes have been made in the college's policies with regard to 
Directed and Independent studies: 

a. Directed Studies will provide a means for students to complete a regularly 
scheduled course when prevented from attending the course for specific 
reasons. The actual course number will be used followed by a directed study 
designation (His 25 DS). There will be an expectation of a minimum of 6 
student contacts that may include E-mail, fax, phone calls, etc. A syllabus will 
be attached to the form. 

b. Independent Studies will provide students with the opportunity to design a 
course of their own. An Independent Study will never include the content of a 
regularly scheduled course. There will be an expectation of a minimum of 4 
student contacts. (This form will also note that (1 ) unit of credit is equal to 30 
student work hours.) Independent Studies should be granted only in the areas 

of the students major and/or minor.

What Does The boheny Student Health Of fice Provide? 

1. Vaccinations (including Hepatitis B, MMR, and Tetanus) & TB skin tests. Appointments are recommended. 

2. Health education and programming at least once a month. Some of the topics will include: How to performs monthly 
breast self -exams, "what is a PAP smear,? STD's, the importance of immunizations, preventing osteoporosis, skin cancer, 
and much, much, more. 

3. We have many over-the-counter medications available to you at no charge; i.e., Tylenol, Throat Lozenges, Advil, cough 
drops, antihistamines, antacids, nosa\ decongestants, etc. 

4. First Aid care is available. I am a Public Health Nurse, as well as a certified Basic Life Support and First Aid Instructor 
approved by the American Red Cross and American Heart Association. CPR and First Aid courses car\ also be arranged if 
needed or desired. 

5. If you need to see a health care provider, i.e., M.D., I will provide the referral and give you the necessary information.

Every time we think we have too much to do and too little time, there comes 
along an individual whose daily schedule puts ours to shame. Michael Cooper, 
our "Person of the Week," is a perfect example. Cooper, who teaches three 
courses this semester (SOC 1 Deviance &. Youth; SOC 49 Multicultural Issues 
for Urban Healthcare; and SOC 1 20 Case Management) has been with the 
Mount for three years, having been "recruited" through the Volunteers in Service 
to Others (VISTO) Program initially to teach a courses in the juvenile and adult 
justice systems. Teaching isn't his only calling: he is a full-time Deputy 
Probation Officer and Forensic Social Worker, with a specialization in the 
treatment of juvenile sex offenders. We're not done yet... he also maintains an 
active private practice as a licensed Clinical Social Work Therapist. In a "killer 
schedule" that has him teaching here in the mornings (Monday through Friday), 
reporting to the Probation Department for a full day's work, going home in time for dinner, and seeing his private 
practice clients in the evening, he still finds time to be a field instructor and adjunct professor at USC and Cal State 
Long Beach, and will be lecturing at both institutions this semester. 

Cooper's "previous life" is as varied as his current one. He served as a journalist and combat photographer in 
Vietnam, and began his professional life as a corporate vice president for a manufacturing company and national 
manager for a (photographic) film company. After rethinking his goals in life he followed his heart and returned 
to graduate school at USC, where he received his Masters in Social Work. He is also a licensed Clinical Social 
Worker. 

Cooper's work as a probation officer and investigator involves even more of his time when he's called to serve as 
an expert witness concerning juvenile offenders and to provide evaluations for family court. He has a current case 
load of over 160. After this year, he hopes to simplify his life (but only slightly) by doing straight investigative 
work for the Probation Department. 

It is obvious that Michael Cooper made the right choice in his life; as an adult, he realized what was missing in his 
professional life and went after it. It is also dear that he loves what he is doing, in spite of the seemingly 
impossible schedule he must follow. It is indeed a huge tribute to his faith and family that he is always smiling!

If you need any forms 
to take to your health care provider for completion, you may pick one up at our office. 

3. For those of you who have purchased MSMC health insurance, your proof of insurance has been 
mailed to you. If you have not received your health insurance card, you may pick one up at our office. 

Flu Shots 
As you probably already know, the flu vaccine is now available at our office for only $5.00. The influenza 
is available to students, faculty, and staff. Appointments are suggested and strongly encouraged! 

Who should get the Influenza (flu) Shot? 

1 . Anyone over the age of 65 . 

2. Adults or children with a chronic disease such as diabetes, asthma, cancer, heart disease etc. 

3. Any woman who is pregnant and will be in her second or third trimester during the flu season. 

4. Health care workers (including students doing clinical orientation such as PTA, OTA, and Nursing 

students). 

5. Anyone that is immuno-compromised, meaning less able to fight infections, i.e. , those with HIV, 
those receiving treatment for cancer, those on long-term steroid therapy, etc. 

6. People that live with or are in close contact with those that have a chronic medical condition. 

The Flu Shot can also be given to: 

1 . Individuals that provide human services. 

2. Staff, faculty, and students in schools and colleges (especially those that work with 
children or the elderly). 

3. ANYONE THAT WANTS TO REDUCE THEIR CHANCE OF GETTING THE FLU THIS YEAR, (especially 
those of you that get frequent respiratory infections, including the flu, strep throat, bronchitis, etc.)! 

When should you get the Flu Shot? 

The best time to get the flu shot is in October or November. The vaccine begins to provide protection 
approximately two weeks after the injection. It is not immediate. Flu outbreaks peak between late 
December and early March, so getting the flu shot in the fall will let your immune system build up 
maximum protection later in the winter. The flu shot must be given every year. 

In next week's issue, I will discuss the side-effects, risks, and other important information regarding the Influenza 
Vaccine. Don't miss the next issue!

Continued Series on The Flu Shot: 

Myths and Misconceptions About the Flu Shot: Reference: Hughes, R., (1995), 
Good Housekeeping Magazine. 

1) * Why should I risk dangerous side effects? 

The most common side effect, felt by less than a third of those vaccinated, is up to two 
day's soreness at the site of the injection. In rare cases, someone may feel feverish for a 
day or two after the shot. Serious side effects (such as life- threatening allergic reactions as 
well as the nerve disorder Guillain-Barre syndrome) are now rare because current flu 
vaccines are highly purified, explains Edwin D. Kilbourne, M.D., research professor of 
microbiology and immunology at New York Medical College, in Valhalla. But they're still 
made by growing flu viruses in eggs, so people who are allergic to eggs should probably 
not be vaccinated. Instead, they can take a low-cost anti-flu medication (amantadine or 
rimantadine) for either prevention or treatment. 

2) *It could give me the flu. 

The flu vaccine is made from killed viruses that can't cause disease. So if you happen to 
develop the flu after getting a shot, it's just a coincidence. The vaccine takes up to two 
weeks to become effective, and can't protect you from an infection you catch before then. 
In addition, in the unlikely event that you're exposed to another flu strain (that wasn't 
incorporated into this year's vaccine), you'll have little or no protection against that strain. 

3) * Why bother? The flu's just like having a bad cold. 

The flu's not merely a cough, sore throat, and running (or stuffy) nose. Even a mild case 
can make you feel miserable for up to a week, with a fever, headache, muscle aches, and 
fatigue. A flu strain that happens to be either exceptionally virulent or unrelated to any 
strain you've been exposed to before can cause more severe symptoms. Worse, the virus 
may lead to potentially deadly complications: It can work its way deep into your lungs, 
causing pneumonia. 

4) *lt doesn't really work. 

The vaccine isn't a hundred percent effective, even when it closely matches the prevailing 
strains. It may prevent infection in only 70 to 90 percent of healthy adults under 65 and in 
a mere 30 to 40 percent of older people. Still, studies have shown that even when the 
shot fails to avert infection, it usually lessons the flu's severity, and prevents complications. 

More to come on the flu shot in the next issue, and some additional ways to protect yourselves 
from getting the common cold and flu. If you ever have any questions, please do not hesitate to 
call me.

There will be a five dollar 
charge for cholesterol screening, but the rest will be FREE! 



4. Many of you have started the Hepatitis B vaccination series, but have not come 
back for your second and third doses. If you are due for your next dose, please 
come in and get it as soon as possible. Remember that all three doses are in need 
to achieve immunity against Hepatitis B. One or two is not enough! Also keep in 
mind that optimum immunity is achieved when the doses are given in a timed 
schedule, over a 6 month period. Waiting longer gaps between doses is not 
recommended. 

As promised in the previous issue of the Doheny Happenings, I would like to give you 
some information on the Hepatitis A vaccine. 

What is Hepatitis A? 

It is an inflammation of the liver by a viral infection. 

How is it spread? 

It is spread from one person to another by way of water, food, or feces(stool). In other 
words, by drinking water, eating food or handling stool (i.e. from changing a diaper) that 
may be contaminated with the Hepatitis A virus. 

What are the symptoms of Hepatitis A? 

It causes jaundice, fatigue, abdominal pain, loss of appetite, intermittent nausea, and 
diarrhea. These symptoms require immediate attention by a health care provider. 

How do you prevent from g ettin g this infection? 

The best protection is getting the vaccine which is NOW available at the Student Health 
Office. For those 18 and under it is FREE. For those 19 and over it is $50.00 per dose. (2 
doses are required) Second dose is given 6-12 months after the first one. 



Who shou ld get the Vaccine? 

1 . Those that travel internationally especially to countries with high rates of Hepatitis 
A. 

2. Persons with chronic liver disease. 

3. Those at occupational risk such as lab work. 

The following list of people should consider getting the vaccine, but It Is not yet 
mandated by the Center for Disease Control(CDC): 

1 . Child care workers, but only in certain circumstances, such as during an outbreak. 

2. Hospital personnel in some situations. 

3. Food handlers, i.e. in a cafeteria. 

4. Custodial care workers, but only in certain situation, such as an outbreak.

Deficiency Notices: 

What do these mean? What should I do if I get one? Do they go in my 
permanent file? 

Deficiency notices are sent by your instructors to warn you that your 
grade in the class is falling. Sometimes these notices say 
DEFICIENCY NOTICE, sometimes they say MID-SEMESTER 
NOTICE, some old ones even say STEP NOTICE. They all mean for 
you to sit up, pay attention, and find ways to study better. They are 
good news because someone is warning you early; they are also bad 
news because nobody wants to hear they're not doing well. 

These notices go to you and to your advisor. They are in your file for awhile. They help 
advisors guide you to classes and majors where your strengths are. They do not go on 
your permanent record . When you request a transcript of your classes, it does not show 
that you received these notices. 

PAY ATTENTION to these notices. There are a number of things you can do. Read what 
the instructor says there and follow his/her good advice. Make an appointment to talk to 
the instructor. Practice for this appointment and get help formulating good questions to 
ask at it. Another thing you can do is ask Sr. Carol at the Learning Center for a tutor. 
Tutors are free and available for students who are serious about improving their work. A 
third thing you can do is leam how to get more out of your textbook. Just reading the 
text is not enough. Taking notes from it, creating flash cards from the content, guessing at 
questions that could be asked are ways that students can use to prepare themselves for 
class and for tests. Good time management, quiet study environment, and giving three 
hours of study to every one hour of class time also contribute to bettering your grade. 

Be humble about your deficiencies (and laziness, if applicable). Pray for help; the Chapel is 
in a convenient place to stop by for a sincere, quick prayer. Stand tall, claim your ability to 
face adversity, and sincerely resolve to do the best you can in the class.

Dear Friends of Liz Rios, 

Over the past week, we have received many calls from you wanting to know how Kiara is doing. 

The type of cancer that Kiara has is called "non-Hodgkins lymphoma" She will need to undergo 
chemotherapy for probably about six months and will need treatment for two years. The tumor that was 
found at the bottom of her spine was not completely removed because to do so would have been to risky. 
The chemotherapy will treat the part of the tumor that still remains in Kiara' s spine. There is no evidence 
of cancer in any other parts of Kiara' s body. She began the chemotherapy treatments last week and is so 
far doing well. 

The very good news is that the doctors have told Kiara' s family that this is 99% curable. Thank you for 
your good wishes and prayers.

1) A box of 20 laser transparencies for $ 1 5.99 or $. 1 9 for one. 

These transparencies can be used in laser printers or in copy machines. There are laser 
printers in the IBM lab (3-104) and in the Macintosh lab (4-108). Most offices and 
learning spaces have inkjet printers. Do not use these transparencies in anything but a 
laser printer or one of the pay copy machines. 

2) Overhead transparencies for $.19 

These transparencies CANNOT go through any copier or printer. Sending them 
through one will harm the copier or printer. They are for you to write on directly . Do 
not send them through copiers or printers. 

If you do not know if the transparency can be made in a particular printer or copier, please 
do not use it. Using the wrong kind of transparencies in copiers and printers has caused 

major damage to these machines.

May 4, 2000 

To the Mount St. Mary's College Community: 

Many of you have asked about what plans I may have for the future. It gives me great pleasure to share with you 
the news that 1 will be returning to my home province of St. Paul once my tenure here comes to a dose at the 
end of June. To paraphrase the well-known phrase, my heart is in Minnesota! I am looking forward to resuming 
those contacts with family, friends, and community that have had to be maintained by long distance during my 
years here, and to revisiting some of those 1 7,000 fresh water lakes for which the land of my birth is deservedly 
so renowned! 

My cross-country skis also await me but I won't get a chance to use them this winter as I will be trading the 
Mediterranean climate of Los Angeles for the real thing by going to the University of Bethlehem in late August. 
The University was established in 1973 by the De La Salle Christian Brothers. Located about five miles from 
Jerusalem in Palestine's largest city, UB's mission is to afford Palestinian youth an opportunity for higher 
education. The great majority of the students are Muslim; Arabic is the language of instruction. Obviously, this 
limits my ability to contribute, but arrangements have been made for me to assist by teaching at least one course 
in English during the Fall semester. 

It is a dream of a lifetime to go to the Holy Land, the cradle of the Christian as well as the Jewish and Moslem 
faiths. Part of that dream has been to visit the countries from which my grandparents came: Sweden and Ireland. 
A Dublin-based sabbatical arranged for Spring will help me realize that part of my dream. As of mid-January, I 
will be residing at and advising the Marino Educational Institute in Dublin and traveling in Ireland and Scandinavia 
in my spare time. The MEI, sponsored by the Irish Christian Brothers, awards degrees at the undergraduate and 
graduate levels in collaboration with Trinity University and is in the midst of implementing a strategic plan to 
make the Institute a college of "first choice" for Irish youth. I look forward to giving them some practical help as 
they create the policies and structures needed to implement their vision. 

April will find me back in Minnesota, refreshed and ready to consider whatever interim positions might come my 
way through the Registry for College and University Presidents. This service has an excellent track record of 
placing experienced presidents with institutions in need of transitional leadership, to the mutual benefit of both. 

I will continue to indulge my research interests in history, and will retain for now the role of coordinator for the 
Network on the History of Women Religious and editorship of the Network newsletter. Fortunately, program and 
local arrangements committees headed by others are already hard at work preparing for the fifth triennial 
conference scheduled to take place in late June, 2001 , at Marquette University in Milwaukee. 

You and I can do lots more sharing as we gather for commencement and other events marking the conclusion of 
academic year 1999-2000, but I wanted to communicate to you these few details concerning my future plans, 
and to express my deep gratitude to you for your friendship and support during my eleven years at Mount St. 
Mary's. Let us keep in touch and hold one another close in thought and prayer.
